To ’Plane For Ocean Crossing 

Says Expert ~* 

Captain Walter Bruns, noted avia- 
tion and Zeppelin expert, is of the 
opinion that the voyage of the Graf 
Zeppelin from Germany to the Unit- 
ed States,"has conclusively demno- 
| strated the practicability of the air- 
| ship for trans-ocean communication. 

“Such a collection of bad weather 
as the Graf Zeppelin encountered,” 
he said, “of course is not an every- 
day occurrence. In normal weather, 
the Zeppelin should span the ocean 
easily, 

“From an expert viewpoint, it 
would be an interesting thing to have 
the worst weather imaginable, for it 
proved that the airship can do what 
the aeroplane cannot possibly do, go 
a long distance out of the way of a 
storm; or, if caught in it, merely 
drift until it blows over. The Grat 
Zeppelin was delayed in its arrival 
longer than expected. But what of 
it?

; Freedom From faeet Pests 


Loss From Insecsts Has Been Very 
Light In Western Provinces 


General freedom from insect pests 
in the western provinces is reported 
by the Dominion entomological 
branch. Grasshoppers which in form- 
er years worked havoc in the crops 
have been found scarce this year. The 
sugar beet crop in southern Alberta 
is stated to have suffered to some ex- 
tent from the red-backed cutworm 
but the control campaign instituted 
by the department has localized the 
infestation. In the same province 
the alfalfa crop has been attacked by 
the Bertha army worm. Dusting of 
the crop is expected to eradicate the 
pest. Losses from insects are gener- 
ally small, officials of the branch in- 
dicate. :

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Improve Quality Of Poultry 
Illustration Stations Promote Inter- 
est In Poultry Ralsing 

The illustration stations operated 
under the direction of the Experi- 
mental Farms System in the prairie 
provinces and tn British Columbia 
are helping very materially to arouse 
greater interest in the breeding, 
feeding and housing of poultry. In 
his report for last year, published by 
the Department of Agriculture, dt 
Ottawa, the chief supervisor of these 
stations shows that each year im- 
provements aro being made by the 
various operators of the stations in 
the care and housing, and in the 
quality and care of the _ breeding 
stock. Some of the operators who 
permit. parts of their farms to be 
used for these stations, have been 
building new up-to-date houses, whlic 
others are remodelling old ones in 
conformity with modern ideas with 
respect to lighting, ventilating, and 
general comfort. By careful breed- 
ing and selection the flocks are be- 
ing improved in egg laying qualities: 
The stock they are able to produce 
are readily sold to farmers in the 
surrounding districts served by the 
stations. Last year there were distrib- 
uted from the stations 602 cockerels 
682 pullets, and 1,528 settings of eggs 
from breeding stock that had pro- 
duced more than two hundred eggs 
per year.

Growers Of Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan Plan Change nI System Of 
Marketing 
Following some conferences among 
representatives of the wool growers 
of Alberta and Southern Saskatch- 
ewan some rather radical changes in 
the system of marketing wool may 
evolve, the details of which are now 

being worked out. 

There has been considerable dissat- 
{sfaction for some years among the 
various wool growers’ associations of 
Alberta and Saskatchowan due to the 
uncertainty of volume through these 
associations, jDuring good seasons 
the growers sell to locab buyers, get- 
ting advantage of prices which, it is 
contended are maintained through the 
activities of the Canadian Co-opera- 
tive Wool Growers’ Association. In 
bad seasons all the wool is dumped 
on the co-operative and the consis- 
tent supporters lose, it is claimed, 
through the spasmodic support given 
by the others. It is understood that 
the associations are planning some 
arrangement whereby they will only 
handle the wool of members signing 
contracts over a period of years. 


Grain Elevators In Canada 


Largest Terminal Elevator On the 
Continent Is Located At 
Port Arthur 

There are 4,558 grain elevators in 
Canada with a total capacity of 284,- 
818,200 bushels. Country elevators 
number 4,439 with a capacity of 146,- 
639,200 bushels. Terminal, manufac- 
turing, public and private elevators 
total 119 with an aggregate capacity | 
of 138,179,000 bushels. All the coun- 
try elevators, except two, are in the 
three prairie provinces—Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta—where 
over 90 per cent. of the wheat crop 
and the larger percentage of other 
grains is grown. The terminal, 
manufacturing, public and private 
elevators are principally at Port 
Arthur, Fort William, Montreal, Van- 
couver and other ports at strategic 
points in different parts of the Domin- 
ion. 

The largest terminal elevator ir 
North America is at Port Arthur, 
Ontario. It has a capacity of 6,900,- 
000 bushels. tI is owned and operated 
by the Saskatchewan Pool of the 
Canadian Wheat Producers Ltd., the 
largest farmers co-operative market- 
ing organization in the world.

Tankage May Bo Used As Skim Milk 
Substitute For Feeding Hogs 

Hog raisers who cannot obtain skim 
milk for their stock, can find a satis- 
factory substitute in tankage which 
is a product of the abattoir. At the 
Lennoxville, Quebec, Experimental 
Station, four lots of hogs were fed to 
ascertain the value of tankage as 
compared with skim milk. With two 
lots, skim milk and tankage were 
compared with pigs from weanjng to 
finishing for the market. The other 
two lots were fed skim milk to four 
and five months, and then finished on 
tankage. The cost of the feed did 
not vary greatly per pound of gain 
throughout the whole series, amount- 
ing from 6.93 cents per pound for 
the lot getting skim milk throughout 
the test, up to a little over 7 cents 
for the lot getting tankage through- 
out. This test is reviewed in the Re- 
port of the sperintendent of the 
station for last year, in which he 
says that the lot which had meal and 
skim milk from weaning to-finishing 
made the largest and cheapest gains. 
Those fed for five months on skim 
milk and finished on tankage came 
second, the pen getting skim milk for 
four months, and tankage of the 
balance of their lives, came third, 
while the lot fed tankage from wean- 
ing to finishing, were slightly below 
both in gains and in profit. This 
test shows that tankage in a very 
suitable substitute for skim milk 
when the latter feed is not available. 
The tankage used is designated “‘spe- 
cial 45 per cent. protein hog tank- 
age.” The meal mixture for the 
four lots for the first two months 
consisted of 2 parts oats, 1 part mid- 
dlings, and * part shorts; for the 
second two months, 2 parts oats, 1 
part middlings, 1 part shorts, and 1 
part corn; and for the last six weeks, 
oats and corn constituted two parts 
each with one part each of middlings 
and shorts, 


Will Ask For Protection 


|To Safeguard Producers Of Fruit, 


Vegetables and Poultry Against 
Foreign Dumping 

Renewed representations for an 
amendment to the Canadian customs 
tariff act to safeguard producers of 
fruit, vegetables, poultry and eggs 
against foreign dumping will be made 
to the Dominion Government. Intima- 
tion of this move was made by F. L. 
Burrows, secretary of the Canadian 
council of horticulture, who has just 
concluded a trip across the Domin- 
fon in the interests of the industry. 

Mr. Burrows declared that under 
prevailing conditions the industry, 
especially in British Columbia and 
Eastern Canada, was confronted by 
by way of 
“wholesale dumping” from the Unit- 
ed States. 


Oak Imported By Britain 


Small Percentage Is Supplied Within 
Empire Itself 

Most of us regard the oak as em- 
blematic of Britain and the British 
nation. It, therefore, comes as 
something of a surprise to learn from 
the latest report of the Imperial 
Economic Committee on Forest Pro- 
ducts, that Great Britain spends 
more than £2,000,000 a year on im- 
porting oak, and that less than 1 per

Every year the Dominion Govern- 
ment votes the sum of seven million 
dollars in aid of agriculture. Care 
is taken to expend it in the most 
economical way possible to meet the 
demands of the industry, demands 
which cannot rightly be met by any 
other organization, this annual ex- 
penditure representing about .41 per 
cent. of the gross agricultural rev- 
enue. In other words, the cost of 
administering the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is approximately 
-41 for every $1,000 of gross revenue. 
Based on the gross agricultural 
wealth of the country in 1927, the 
Government expenditure amounts to 
.08 per cent., or $8 for every $10,000 
of our agricultural wealth. No one 
conversant with the importance of 
agriculture to Canada questions the 
propriety of Parliament voting this 
annual grant in aid. But far too 
many people do not understand how 
great is this importance of agricul- 
ture, and still less are they aware of 
the actual value of the work con- 
ducted by the Dominion Department. 

Agricultural returns are the baro- 
meter of Canada‘s national prosper- 
ity. This is generally recognized by 
those who have the wider vision; 
those who realize that the rise and 
fall of business generally is due large- 
ly to one main factor-—-the crops. 
Weather conditions, crop reports, 


crop estimates and, in fact, every- is 


thing pertaining to crops are closely 
followed by the leaders of our indus- 
trial enterprises, as closely, indeed, 
as they are by the farmers them- 
selves. Canada has had many pro- 
blems in connection with her agricul- 
ture that have been peculiarly and 
particularly her own. She has solved 
many, and an army of workers under 
the direction of the Dominion De- 
partment is working night and day 
to solve more and more of them. 
Those who are responsible for the dl- 
recting of these workers are prob- 
ably, the only people who fully real- 
ize the enormity of the task. 

The Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture is made-up of eight branch- 
es_viz.; The Experimental Farms; 
Dairy and Cold Storage; Health of 
Animals; Live Stock; Seed; Entomo- 
logical; Fruit and Publications. These 
are the main divisions with, in addi- 
tion, the seventeen hundred projects 
under investigation at Experimental 
Farm. The responsible heads admin- 
ister the numerous regulations under 
the following Acts of Parliament: 
Animal Contagious Diseases; Cold 
Cold Storage; Dairy; Dairy Produce; 
Feeding Stuffs;” Fertilizers; Fruit; 
Live Stock and Live Stock Products; 
Hay and Straw; Meat and Canned 
Foods; Root Vegetables, and Seeds. 
Promotion work covers a very wida 
field, and to those carrying on this 
work may be given the credit for 
the development of co-operative mar- 
keting. By this means, together with 
the standardization of products, Can- 


| ada has been enabled to compete suc- 


cessfully in the open world markets. 

That the experimental and inves- 
tigational work carried on by the 
Department has literally made Can- 
adian agriculture is not putting the 
case too strongly. It has resulted 
in the extension of our northern 
agricultural boundary, enabled 
farmers to grow crops in certain dis- 
tricts where crops never grew before, 
increased the yields, controlled de- 
structive pests, and, in short, has 
made agriculture the industry that 
is and must ever be the bedrock of 
the national prosperity. All classes 
benefit from the wealth drawn from 
the soil, and the underlying cause of 
Canada’s general progress and pros- 
perity is the satisfactory condition of 
her agriculture.

Trying To Eliminate 
Hazards Of Submarines 


U.S. Navy Will Make Test Of Rescue 
Apparatus 

Stirred by undersea craft disasters 

that have taken the lives of scores of 

American officers and men, the navy 

is making strenuous efforts to elim- 

inate the hazards of submarines by 


devising and perfecting rescue ap-{- 


paratus. 

Mahy experiments are being made 
and plans carried out for exhaustive 
tests to learn what happens when 
a@ submarine is stricken below sur- 
face. No man hag survived a sub- 
marine accident wherein the craft 
was totally disabled and flooded 
while under water, and none has 
been able to tell just what occurs 
under those conditions. 

In addition to laboratory experi- 
ments, the hulk of the submarine S-4. 
which took 40 men to their’ deaths 
after she was rammed by the Coast 
Guard destroyer, Paulding, off Prov- 
incetown, Mass., December 17, 1927 
will be used in rigorous tests off 
Cape Charles, Va., in October. These 
tests are to be conducted by Lieut. 
C. B. Momsen, submarine expert 
and diver. 

Attempts will be made to learn con- 
ditions that exist during the wreck- 
ing of undersea craft and devise 
methods of counteracting and pre- 
venting them. Naval divers will be 
placed beside the hulk which will be 
sunk and flooded. They will then es- 
cape through hatches and come to 
the surface by using the navy’s new 
breathing device, “the lung,” and 
other rescue apparatus developed dur- 
ing the last few months.
